If it contains inflaamatory matter, the Postal vorkers 
must have been fnducsed to etrike by the first and 
seconde issues of the periodical, which were previcusiy 
published. This shows eonclusively that these books 
have not in any way intertered with publiie pease and 
oréer. Huorever, the Shanghal Municipal Council, under 
protection of tne unequal treaties exercizesthe right 
to ado anything 1% may desire, thereby rendering the 
Postal Workers* association and Hyf£ Shing Printing Shop 
unable to obtain justise in the matter." 


I believe that you will find thst the recerd and th. 
documents herein enclosed substantiate the above resume 


of the case.

A petition filed in this office by Mr. Tsang Gee, Attorney 
at Law,has been brought to my attention. This petition reads: 
"at the time of the strize of the Postal Workers, 
the Shanghai Municipal Conneil was informed that the 
periodical styled "Shanghai Postal Woxkers' Union, con~- 


tained matter of an inflammatory nature. Subsequentiy 
Chi Zer and Zau Ching Kwe were charged ain Court with 


inoiting a strike and 1,500 copies of the periodical were 

peized. Zang and Zau were found “not guilty", but the 

copiesrof the periodical were not-returnea. Hence I 

beg yor to enter a protest, demanding their return." 

Accordingly representatives have bem sent to the Council 
to offer verbal protest. Advice was later received by me that 
accoraéing to information given cut by Acting Police Commission- 
er Martin, this case has been decided by the Provisional Court 
ané the booxs ordered temporarily hele. The Council, on its 
part, continucs the commnication, would be pleaseé to sur- 
render the books, provided the Court will set aside the judg- 
ment by written order; otherwise, it will not be in order to 
return them. Captain Martin further stated that the material 
gontained in the books was improper, and this purported to 
ineite the strike. Sinse Zang and Zau have been deelared 
“Not Guilty", the question of whether or not the books seized 
may be ordered released by the police station and inquiry into 
the »xact status of the sase must be referred to Your Honour. 


WHEREFORE, I forward you the petition and trust you wiil 
give it due attention.

Zang also testified in the Court that the editorials 
contained in the periodical were copied from Ming Kuo 
Jih Pao and there was no instigation of any sort prac— 
ticea. The accused were declared “Not Guilty" by the 
Court. Subsequent to acquittal, Zau Ching Kwe petitioned 
this Court for the returm of the seized books, but he 
was advised to address his petition direetly to the Police

The above case is one in which the Police applied 
for the disposal of 1,500 copies of a bookiet entitled, 
the SHANGHAI POSTAL WORKER. You will perhaps recall 
that the Court ordered the return of these books by 
notation on the Charge Sheet without giving the Police 
an opportunity to be heard. An appeal was accordingly 
filed, and came up for hearing on the 8th cf March, 
1929. The Court ordered "Decision in Chambers of Jan- 


uary Z3list to be set aside, and the case shall be return- 


ea tc the Lower Court for rehearing". 

Since the hearing in the Appeal Court, I have ob- 
tained from the Chinese file the following documents,
